Known — Doctors Breathe Gas 
to Test Cure: 

York.— Scientists of Tale mil- 

versity, who have been asked hy the 
Aineric§p Gas association to discover 
sonde- means of reducing accidental 
deaths b.r asphyxiation, have devel- 
oped a new tedinique for ivscnins 
persons overcome by gas and nrc ;ilso 
experimenting with warning odors to 
mix with gas in order tc^ make escap* 
Ing fumes detected far more qaickly 
tlian at present. 

The most efficient warning odor so 
far developed is a /substance culled 
mercaptan. Dr.' Tnndell Hencferson of 
Y:ilo who, with Prof. ll.>iv, ard W. HaR- i 
gard, lias been in clmrge of these in- j 
vestlgatlons, 'triiid that mercaptan liad 
nn odor f*lo.«:ely repi'inhlin.? that of the 
skunk, and that ob.lc'tions had beeii 
MKi'.lf- !i.i;iiinsT its u.sc. in spite of its 
admitted high efticiency. One drop of 
the snbstance, which can be made 
synihetically from coal tar, is said to 
lie snffioieMt to diffuso a powerful 
\\ariiln;; odor liiront'Iiout the ("Ir.-md 
Central terminal. Because of the 
enorotous volume of gas used in this 
city any sui)stanoe suited for tlio pur- 
pose of giving far and wide the ula™ 
of leaking gas must be capa1)^e of com- 
municating a sharp odor to an enor- 
mons volume of nir or gas. When he 
was reminded that n .«liglit odor of 
gas often hung about a gas jet or 
store. Doctor Henderson said: 

"In pood modern apparatus, there \ 
should lie no troul)le of that kind. If " 
any substance Is to be mixed witli the 
gas to give it an odor, it must be some- 
thing strong enongh to be noticed at 
once." 

Call Most Gas Deaths Suicide. 
So far no gas company has carried 

the experiment to tlie extent of fur- 
nishing mercaptan mixed with eras to 
their customers. In spite of tlie ad- 
miUed excellence of such a signal as 
a ufe^ver, the scientists held that 
the best practical method for cutting i 
down accidental deaths in cities 
through the use of gas was the re- 
quirement of a high standard of gas 
apparatus. The report of Doctors 
Haggard end Henderson to the Ameri- 
can Gas association .said: 

"The observations made by the au- 
thors during the investigation Indicate 
that a considerable number of the 
cases ef fatal a.sphyxia recorded as 
accidental io the Borough of Manhat- 
tan, yew York city, are really suicide.

Gas poisoning upsets this nuto- 1 
matic control, because tlie carbon I 
dioxide which is breathed by tlie vie- • 
tlm has a chemical elfisct. destroying i 
much of the carbon dioxide normally ( 
in the bloodstream. The sufferer. ' 
therefore, quits breathing and, as his j 
i^stem is deitrired of ozygra, be be- ' 
comes asphyxiated. ' | 

Doctors Henderson and Haggard 
and others voluntarily allowed them- ! 
selves to be rendered nnconsclous by 
CBS in order to prove the value of 
^elr carbon dioxide and oxygen mix- 
ture. Breathing these substances froin 
tanits, in which they were compressed, 
^ey were speedily restored, without 
the ordinary after-effects of asphyxia- 
tion, according to their reports. 

After discussing the other methods 
and^ explaining the carbon-dioxide an^ 
oxygen tnsatmentj the rer^rt con- 
tinues : 

"Tlie point cannot be too strongly 
emphasized that for treatment to be 
effective it must be applied at the, 
earliest pdssibie moment after the vie- 1 
tlm is discovered and must remove the : 
catiten monoxide from his blood as '
